Sir: — I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of 
this Department for the two years ending December 31, 1900: 

INTRODUCTION. 

The past two years have been very quiet and uneventful in 
the history of the Florida State TroopB. In 1899, the remain- 
ing four companies, which had been in the service of the Vol- 
unteer Army of the Unied States, were mustered out, and re- 
turned to their homes. These Companies were "B," "D," 
F" and "G," and constituted the Third Battalion. The other 
eight companies of the Regiment were mustered out at Tal- 
lahassee in December, 1898. All Companies were granted a 
thirty day's furlough from the date of their muster out, and 
the following order issued :

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III. Enlisted men of the State Troops, who enlisted prior 
to the 4th of April, and whose term of enlistment has not ex- 
pired, and who volunteered into the United States service, and 
have been mustered out, will renort to their respective com- 
manders on the 15th dav of January, 1899. 

IV. Enlisted men of the State Troops who did not enter 
the United States service, and whose terms of enlistment have- 
not expired, will report to their respective commanding of- 
ficers for duty on the 15 th day of January ,1899. 

V. In all cases where enlistments have expired between 
April 4th and date of re-instatement of Companies in the- 
State Troops, should the soldier re-enlist by January 15th,. 
1899, he will he credited with continuous service. 

VI. Officers and enlisted men who have been transferred 
from Companies "B," "D," "F," and "G," of the First Florida 
Regiment, and who desire to rejoin their former commands 
will make application for re-transfer and forward same 
through regular channels to the Adjutant-General. 

VII. Commanding officers of Companies will be furnished 
with blank Muster and Inspection Rolls direct from this- 
office, and, taking their Muster Rolls as they were on the 4th 
of April last, they will account for every officer and enlisted 
man appearing in said roll, showing whether they entered 
the United States service, or not having entered the United 
States service, whether they have been discharged, or term of 
enlistment expired, or have been transferred to other com- 
mands, or still remain in service as part of the original com- 
mands. These rolls must be forwarded through regular chan- 
nels to this office not later than the 20th day of January next 

VIII. All those members of the Companies of the State- 
Troops who enlisted subsequent to April 4th with the avowed 
intention of volunteeering into #ie United States service will 
be granted discharges on the application of their commanding 
officers. Should any of these men desire to remain in the 
service of the State" they will be credited with continuous 
service from the date of their enlistment. In this case they 
will be subject to the Bv-Laws of their respective Companies. 

IX. All companies must he recruited to at least the min- 
imum, viz : Infantry Companies, three officers and twenty- 
nine enlisted men. Batteries of Artillery, two officers and 
twenty -two enlisted men. 

X. When vacancies exist in commissioned officers of any 
Companv such vacancies will not be filled until the Com- 
pany Muster Rolls are completed and received by the Ad- 
jutant-General, when authority will he given to fill such 
vacancies. 



Xi. Commanders of Companies will make requisitions for 
all equipments necessary to put their command in first-class 
condition. Campaign hats, woolen blankets, treat-coate and 
blanket bags will not be included in such requisitions. 

XII. Individual measurement blanks will be furnished 
direct to Company commanders for the purpose of giving 
sizes of uniforms and caps of enlisted men.

Similar orders were issued February 1st, 1899, applicable 
to the four Companies that were mustered out during the 
month of February. As many transfers were made from 
different Companies to the four Companies that were re- 
tained at Hunteville, and as these men on their return de- 
sired to be transferred to their home Companies, the following 
General Orders were issued:

The arms and accoutrements of the companies of the Regi- 
ment of Voluneers were all turned into the United States Gov- 
ernment, and on their return to their home stations these com- 
panies had to be supplied with all the necessary ordnance and 
quartermaster stores, de novo, as soon, therefore, aseach Com- 
pany was reorganized, the captains sent in requisitions and 
they were soon supplied with the needed equipments. The 
services in the volunteer army seemed, to a large degree, to 
lessen the enthusiasm of the troops for State duty, many of 
the old members were either discharged or refused to re-en- 
list, and the Companies were recruited with a lot of new ma- 
terial. It was many months before a lively interest in the 
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State duties was manifested in many of the Companies. 

The new Military Code enacted by the Legislature of 1899, 
whereby provisions were made for the organization of the 
Companies of Infantry into two regiments and the two bat- 
teries into a battalion of infantry cansed much satisfaction 
among the troops and, promoted an increase of interest and 
esprit du corps. In accordance with the provisions of this 
law, as em bod fed in General Order No. 4, series of 1899, the 
following regiments and battalion organization was an- 
nounced in General Orders No. 5 :

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This organization has seemed to give perfect satisfaction to 
the troops, officers and men alike, and from this time the in- 
creased interest in and attention to their military duties by 
the different Companies have been very encouraging. 

Changes. 

The St. Augustine Light Infantry, Company "B," of the 
First Regiment, ever since its return from the encampment at 
Tampa, continued in a veTy unsatisfactory condition. All 
efforts to infuse some life and interest among its members 
having proved unavailing, it was at laBt found necessary to 
disband and accept in its place a company that had been or- 
ganized at Bartow and had applied for admission. This 
change was effected by the issue of General Orders No. 10 :

The Company at Bartow, under the name of the Oak City 
Guards, was mustered in with a complement of good men and 
excellent officers, and has been found to be a worthy acquisi- 
tion to the State Troops and a credit to its section of the 
State. 
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In consequence of the condition of inefficiency to which the 
Indian River Guards, Co. "S" of the Second Regiment, had 
been reduced, it was deemed necessary to disband it, and ac- 
cept in its place a company which had been formed in Miami 
and applied for admission into the State Troops. Accord- 
ingly, General Orders No. 12 were issued :

These articles, as well as 
the arms and accoutrements, have been supplied from the 
government appropriation, and have been no cost to the 
State nor to the members of the companies. This appro- 
priation by an act of Congress in 1900 has been increased 
so that the troops can now be supplied with all that is neces- 
sary for a complete equipment. When Florida's representa- 
tion in Congress is increased her quota of this appropriation 
will also be increased.

I have received no returns from the different counties 
of the enrolled Militia, so I am not able to give the num- 
ber of men in the State subject to military duty. 

ANNUAL encampment. 

During the past two years the State Troops have not 
enjoyed the benefits derived from a camp of instruction. 
This was not so much to be regretted in 1899, as the Com- 
panies returned from the United States service were not 
sufficiently well reorganized. The expenses connected with 
raising the Regiment, returning the men home on furlough 
and other itemB were considerable, and the Legislature 
in its wisdom thought it best not to make any additional 
expenses. In 1900 the Legislature deemed it best to make 
no appropriation for an encampment, which was a matter 
of great regret to the troops, and had a tendency to lessen 
their interest in their military duties. While there was no 
State encampment during the year 1900, several of the 
Companies enjoyed the pleasure and benefits of a camp of 
instruction for a period of ten days. The citizens of St. 
Augustine, with a spirit of commendable patriot- 
ism and generosity, through the officers of its local mili- 
tary, extended an invitation to a number of the Com- 
panies to be present at an encampment, agreeing to fur- 
nish the regular amount of commutation for rations al- 
lowed by the State to each officer and soldier for ten days, 
amounting to $4.00 per man. The various transportation 
lines, with .their accustomed liberality, agreed to transport 
the troops and their camp equipage without cost. The fol- 
lowing Companies accepted this invitation : The Jack- 
sonville Rifles, Co. "F," Captain T. C. Watts; the St. Au- 
gustine Rifles, Co. "G" Capt. J. C. R. Foster; the Colum- 
bia Rifles, Co. "H," Captain H. P. Baya,of the First Reg- 
iment; the Gem City Guards, Co. "D," Captain W. W. 
Davis; the Halifax Rifles, Co. "K," Captain W. W. Carter; 
the Miami Rifles, Co. "L," Captain J. T. Sanders, of the 
Second Regiment, and the Wilson Battery, "A," Captain 
C. B. Duffey, of the Battalion of Light Artillery. In re- 
sponse to a request f.rom this officer, the Adjutant-General 
of the United States Army detailed First Lieutenant 
Tieman N. Horn, to act as instructor and inspector of the 
camp, who proved to be a very efficient officer and whose in- 
structions were highly appreciated by the troops. 

The location of this camp, viewed in even' light, was all 
that could be desired, and the citizens of St. Augustine 
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will be over held in kind remembrance by the State's sol- 
iliiTs for the pleasures of this encampment. The reports of 
the (Yiiiiriiuniler of the camp, the Chief Surgeon and the 
Instructor are marie a part of this report, and will give

Sir: Pursuant to General Order No. %7, Adjutant- 
GeneraFs office, State of Florida, July 11, 1900, Companies 
"F," "H," and "D," First Regiment, F. S. T.; Companies 
"D," "X,"' and "L," Second Regiment, F. S.T.; and Bat- 
tery "A," Battalion Light Artillery, F. S. T., assembled 
at St. Augustine on July 18th, 1900, for the purpose of 
going into a camp of instruction. The camp was regularly 
organized at retreat, and order was published naming the 
camp "Camp Woodruff," in honor of Major Thomas May- 
hew Woodruff, deceased, who served the Florida S^ate 
Troops so long and faithfully as Inspector and Assistant 
Adjutant-General, and who made himself loved and re- 
spected by all who came in contact with him. 

Also order was published for the governing of the Camp. 

For the purpose of instruction, the three Companies of 
each Regiment were formed into Battalions known respect- 
ively as the First and Second Battalions. The First Bat- 
talion was placed in command of Major J. S. Maxwell, of 
the First Regiment, and the Second Battalion was placed in 
command of Major J. N. Bradshaw, of the Second Regi- 
ment. Company and Battalion drills, target practice and 
guard duty were the principal features of instruction, 
-v Lieut. Tiemann N. Horn, First Artillery, U. S. A., reported 
as inspector of the eamp, and on my request, acted as in- 
structor also. Under his careful instructions, there was a 
marked improvement in the performance of all drills* and 
duties- During my connection with the Florida State 
Troops and attendance at a number of State camps, I have 
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never before seen troops make as rapid progress as at this 
camp. I feel that this was in a great part due to the 
untiring efforts of Lieut. Horn. I also found that the 
officers and men were very anxious to learn, and, of course, 
this contributed in a great measure to the success of tlie 
camp. 

On July 24th, the command was marched to the city of 
St. Augustine, and reviewed by the Adjutant-General and 
several prominent gentlemen of the State, including Hon. 
R. W. Davis, member of Congress from the Second District. 

On Sunday, July 25th, the two Battalions formed respect- 
ively by Companies of the First and Second Regiments, and 
the Battery of Light Artillery were inspected in heavy 
marching order by Lieut. T. N. Horn. 

The citizens of St. Augustine who so generously raised the 
money which enabled the several Companies to go into 
Camp, had provided mess halls and kitchens for the use of 
each Company. These were commodious, well -a ranged and 
very much appreciated by the Corripanies. Each Company 
furnished its own stove, cooking utensils, dishes, etc., ne- 
cessary for the accommodation of about forty (40) men. 
Colored cooks were employed, and the tables were supplied 
with an abundance of wholesome food at a cost of less than 
40 cents per day. 

The camp being located on Eort Marion reservation, 
which is well sodded and- close to the bay, with the present 
prevailing sea breezes, made the camp one of the most de- 
lightful that has ever been occupied by the Florida State 
Troops. 

The camp was broken on Thursday, July 27 th, at 4 
o'clock P. M., and each officer and man left Camp Wood- 
ruff fully impressed with the importance of the annual 
■ camp of instruction, and with great appreciation of the 
many courtesies shown them by the citizens of St, Augus- 
tine, who did all in their power for the comfort and pleas- 
ure of the troops in camp. 

It is hoped that the next Legislature will appropriate a 
sufficient amount to enable the entire State Troops to as- 
semble once a year for instructions. 

In my opinion, these camps are absolutely necessary to- 
keep the troops in a state of efficiency, and their import- 
ance should be impressed on each member of the Legisla- 
ture whenever possible. 
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I desire to return my thanks to First Lieutenant T. N". 
Horn, First Artillery, U. S. A., for his uniform courtesy and 
his unceasing efforts towards the advancement of the troops 
in camp.

REPORT OF THE SURGEON OF THE CAMP. 

St. Augustine, Fla., August 9, 1900. 
Col. C. P. Lovell, 

First Florida Regiment, F. S. T., 
Jacksonville, Fla. : 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the following re- 
port of the encampment at St. Augustine, Fla., July 18th to 
"26th, inclusive. The health of the troops was excellent 
during the entire period — very little sickness and nothing 
of a serious character among them. No accidents or in- 
juries occurred. The sanitation of the grounds was good 
comparatively speaking. The grounds were nearly ideal 
for a small encampment. The number sick during the 
.given period and treated in quarters and hospital, thirty-five 
(35); sickness confined to Companies from Lake City, 
Palatka and Miami. At Lake City and Palatka epidem- 
ics of malarial fever were prevailing and many of the men 
were infected. The Miami Company's sickness was entirely 
due to change from a lime water to our sulphur water and 
amounted to nothing scarcely, only one man left camp sick 
and he was convalescing. Food and cooking was very 
good. Kitchen kept in good sanitary condition and re- 
markably clean throughout.

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REPORT OF THIS INSTBTTCTOE AND INSPECTOR, T. N. HORN, 
FIB8T LIEUTENANT, FIRST 0~. B. ARTILLERY, 

St. Augcstiste,Fla., July 26, 1900. 
The. Adjutant- General, U. S. Army, 
Washington, D. C. : 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report 
of an inspection recently made by me in accordance with 
Par. 3, S. O. 163, A. G. O. c. s., of the Florida State Troops 
in theiT encampment at St. Augustine, Fla., beginning on 
July 18th and ending on July 26th, 1900. 

This encampment was rather unique in its establishment; 
the State had made no appropriation and it was entirely 
due to the public spirit of the neonle of St. Augu&tine that 
the troops were enabled to assemble there. They paid the 
expenses, except the transportation, and that the rail- 
roads furnished gratis. 

In order to see the troops disembark and proceed to their 
proper grounds, I reached St. Augustine the 17th, and, 
after looking over the encampment as laid out by the of- 
ficers living at the place, observed each organization as it 
went into camp. There was no confusion each company 
was quickly Bettled in its place and quietly began its mil- 
itary duties; but the Second Battalion had the right of the 
line. 

Camp. 

The tents were pitched on the fort green outside old Fort 
Marion, fronting on the water, with kitchens and mess- 
sheds next the sea wall, and the sinks on the left flank in an 
adjacent lot, properly screened by bushes and properly pre- 
pared. The entire camp was correctly laid out with only 
the slight changes which common sense and the terrain 
suggested. The tentage was first class and had been sent 
in a body; it was afterwards durin? the encampment in- 
voiced under personal direction of Adjutant-General Hous- 
toun to the several organizations. It was thus possible for 
the camp to be all ready for the incoming troops. That 
no criticism can be made upon its preparation reflects credit 
upon those who were responsible, Capt. Howatt, R. Q. M. r 
1st Reg., and Capt. Foster, 1st Reg., F. S. T. The sod 
beautiful for a camp, one Company slept on cots and of the 
others, but one or two men procured dry grass or Btraw upon 
which to place their blankets. ' There was sufficient drill 
ground for one Battalion and for all ceremonies to include 
regimental dress parade. 
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No tent floors were used, the weather being dry through- 
out the time. The police of camp and the sanitary observ- 
ances were at all times excellent, the commanding officer 
made frequent inspections, the surgeon a daily report, and 
the Majors were also required to maintain a supervision over 
these important matters. The health of the command was 
first class, there being no serious illness whatever and al- 
though the days were very hot, the invigorating ocean 
breezes made it possible for the troops to go through the 
schedule without interruption or ill-effect, something hardly 
possible inland in midsmummer. The hospital was properly 
established and well situated, but little patronized. Com- 
pany cooking was done by hired negroes, no attempt was 
made by any Company to have one or two of its meml)ers 
perform, this work. The officers messed with the Com 
panics and the food was well prepared and served. 

As there was running water in camp, it would have 
a>l 'led greatly to ,the enjoyable comfort of the men had a 
shower bath and drain been established. 

Camp was broken at 4 p. m., on July 26th, systematically, 
quietly and without confusion; I returned to Jackeonville 
with four organizations, their conduct was perfect while 
on the train. 

Troops. 

The State Troops comprise two Regiments of Infantry 
and two batteries of Light Artillery. 

The command encamped was as follows :

Some of the officers and men were able to visit the camp 
but a day or two, owing to press of private business and the 
"voluntary" nature of the encampment, but the 1 ' entered 
with spirit into the duties during their stay. Major J. 
Gumbinger, commanding the Light Artillery Battalion, 
was frequently present, rendering assistance. 

Maximum camp roster: 6 neld officers, 4 staff officers, 
17 company officers, 256 non-commissioned officers and men. 

Since the disintegration of the State troops at the time 
of the Spanish War, not many have re-enlisted. About 23 
per cent, only had previously been to any of the State en- 
campments. 

Uniform, Arms and Equipments. 

The regulation blue uniform, with bine shirts and trous- 
ers, campaign hats, legging and light colored cartridge 
belts were worn; two of the companies had no campaign 
hats and some lacked blue shirts. The collar ornaments of 
the officers included F. S. T. afer the crossed arms, and sev- 
eral still wore their V. S. V. The State cap device for 
officers, the seaLof the State in colors, was worn by none, but 
in its pla«e_the spread eagle with the word "Florida" above ; 
a neater design. 

Only two Companies were fully equipped for the field. 

The Battery's armament consisted of two obsolete bronzed 
smooth bores, and one 1883 model Gatling gun. Each 
Artillery private wore broad stripes down the trousers," the 
only conspicuous departure in camp from the regulation U. 
S. uniform; they are to be uniformed, however, like the 
other troops. 

Drills. 

Camp routine was as follows: 
Beveille, 5.30 a. m. 
Calisthenics, ten minutes. 
Breakfast, 6.00 a. m. 
Police of camp, 6.45 a. m. 
Sqnad drill, 7.00 to 7.30 a. m. 
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Company or Battalion drill, 8.00 to 9.00 a. m. 
First aid drill, 9:30 and 10.00 a. m. 
Sighting and aiming, 10:30 and 11.00 a. m. 
Guard mounting, ll :30 a. m. 
Officers' call afterward. 
Dinner, 12:00 m. 
Dress parade, 6 :00 n. m. 
Supper, ? :00p. m. 
'Tattoo, 10:00 p. m. 
Taps, 10:30 p. m. 

At the beginning of the camp only Co. "H" and Battery 
'•'A" showed proficiency in drill ; the" men moved slowly, 
lacked snap and precision in the manual of anus, in dress- 
ing and in falling in for formation. At the end of the en- 
campment, with the exception of promptness in falling in, 
these deficiencies had been corrected. 

Co. "K," Second Regiment, showed the most improve- 
ment; Co. "L" Second Regiment, recently organized, 
drilled very faithfully and creditably; its officers were most 
energetic and enthusiastic. Co. "D," First Regiment, was 
drilled 6 :45 to 7 :45 a. m., owing to the enforced absence of 
its members during the day. 

Calisthenics were taught by the non-commissioned offi- 
cers under a company officer. 

Squad drill was taught by officers and non-commissioned 
officers, the extended order was not continued beyond the 
squad, owing to contracted drill grounds. Most of the non- 
commissioned officers lacked confidence, they are very intel- 
ligent and need simply opportunities for instruction. 

Company drills were all satisfactory and creditable; Co. 
"D," Second Regiment, gave some exhibition Company 
drills after dress parade. 

Two Battalion drills were held, the explanation of the 
movements and commands being given by the Inspector in 
order to test the capacity of the officers and men for absorb- 
ing instruction. The result was surprising and entirely 
satisfactory with each Battalion, the guides were a little 
slow in marking the line. First aid drill was taught to offi- 
cers by the Surgeon, and they instructed their Companies 
under the Surgeon's supervision. Some first aid paeketB 
should be furnished by the State for purposes of instruction 
if for nothing else. Two Companies of the Second Battalion 
were not eommendably attentive to this drill, but in general 
the progress made was good. 

Battery "A" conformed to the schedule as closely as pos- 
sible but confined itself to the school of the cannoneer and 
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dismounted instruction. They drilled with that snap and 
presision which showed careful painstaking practice. 
The band did not have sufficient band practice. 

Officers' Call. 

It was customary each day to discuss with the officers 
the deficiencies and mistakes noticed in connection with 
drills and ceremonies, guard duty, discipline and military 
courtesy of the preceding twenty-four hours, and it was a 
pleasure to find them enthusiastic and anxious for correction 
in order to learn the exact requirements of the military pro- 
fession. The extreme courtesy with which my criticisms 
and suggestions were received will ever be remembered. 

Target Practice. 

All the organizations had firing practice on the range, ex- 
cept Co. "D" and Co. "H," First Ecgimcnt, who had con- 
ducted their practice during the year. One hundred and two 
hundred yard ranges only were used, as the am- 
munition was limited. A man qualifying at 1J0 
yards was advanced to r 200 yards, firing five Bhots at 
each range. At first the scores made were not entirely 
satisfactory, it was found that the bores of many of the 
rifles were rusty. ThiB was corrected and the practice 
improved. Some difficulty was experienced in getting the 
men to stand straight and not lean backward. Major J. S. 
Maxwell, First Battalion, had charge of this practice, and 
worked very faithfully and energetically to get out of it all 
possible benefit for the troops. Of the Companies firing, 
Co. "L," Second Regiment, led with Co. "K," Second Regi- 
ment, second. 

Battery "A" conducted target practice over water with its 
Oatling gun and did some excellent shooting, the gunners 
were accurate and soon sunk the target, a barrel floating 
upon the water The range was about 500 yards. 

Guard Duty. 

The spirit with which this responsible and most import- 
ant duty was undertaken, was at all times commendable and 
the sentinels conscientiously performed their duties without 
neglect, particularly after taps, but there was very little, 
if any, knowledge of the orders and requifemens of the 
Manual displayed. It is too much to expect that guard duty 
shall be learned at a short camp; previous preparation is 
:> Adj 
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necessary, at least the general orders of a sentinel should be 
learned at the armories and their relation to active cam- 
paigning explained. 

At the beginning of camp the very responsibility of the 
duty was not appreciated and none of the requirements as 
to salutes and compliments attempted, several of the senti- 
nels carrying their pieces improperly and failed to adhere 
to a strictly military bearing while walking post The 
second day, the responsibility of the duty was fairly well 
realized, but it was not until the third day that any sem- 
blance to a strictly military conduct was apparent and a 
knowledge of orders shown. This was brought about by the 
indefatigable efforts of Capt. J. C. E. Foster, First Regi- 
ment, who labored unceasingly as Officer of the Day to 
establish a correct performance of guard duty, and 
have the important requirements of the guard manual 
learned. Thereafter set in a continued improvement until 
at the end of the camp the alertness, military bearing, and 
general knowledge of sentinels was immensely improved. It 
was noticed that officers and men going on guard a second 
time showed a decidedly better knowledge of their duties. 

Discipline. 

The enforcement of discipline by the camp commander, 
Colonel Lovell, was very praiseworthy; it was prompt, firm, 
just and kind, indeed courteous, and yet admitted of no dis- 
cussion or argument He is to be congratulated upon the 
results, there was not the slightest reason for thinking, even, 
of a provost guard. 

The only criticism upon the personal discipline of the 
troops concerns the slowness of assembling in line at the 
sounding of the "assembly." The non-commissioned officers 
and men did not seem to understand that "first call," meant 
to get ready and "assembly" to fall in quickly at "atten- 
tion," nor was this defect satisfactorily corrected at the end 
of the encampment. Company "F," First Regiment, was 
unusually prompt, and its captain, who had no lieutenants, 
gave close and commendable attention to all little details 
which, with practice, ensure military efficiency. Company 
"H," First Regiment, and Company "L," Second Regiment, 
also did fairly well in forming, but frequently from ten to 
nftecn minutes were lost in beginning a duty after assem- 
bling the men. The discipline was otherwise excellent and 
the personal behavior of officers and men I have never seen 
equalled by any troops in camp before. Not once during theen- 
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campment did I see an officer or man under the influence of 
liquor, and but one man, a private of Battery "A," presented 
the appearance of having been drinking intoxicants. He 
was observed among the spectators previous to dress parade 
and sent to his tent by the commanding officer. 

There were two cases of insubordination, one in the light 
battery and one in an infantry company; it so happened 
that neither of the men concerned belonged to the organiza- 
tions, they had been brought along as volunteers to fill 
vacancies for the encampment alone. The captains of the 
organizations concerned will hardly repeat this error of 
judgment and learned a lesson from the experience. 

In one organization, Company "Df' Second Regiment, 
. there was not observed the proper distinction between the 
officers and the enlisted men even after their attention had 
been drawn to the matter, and inasmuch as the other com- 
panies presented an entirely different appearance, the sub- 
ject is worthy of special attention. In a camp of military 
instruction it is assumed that the troops are there to absorb 
all that is possible of correct methods of military procedure 
and courtesy. "For a company commander to permit the 
men of his command to loaf at all times, and indiscrimi- 
nately, in and about his own and his officers' tents, not only 
deprives the men of proper instruction in military courtesy, 
but tends to weaken the administration of military discipline 
and properly subjects the organization to the very unfavora- 
ble notice of a military critic. 

The social friendship among State Troops is understood 
and its interference with the exaction of rigid discipline 
recognized, bnt it is merely a matter of common sense that. 
the men shall recognize and observe distinctions when pre- 
sumed to be on their military behavior and placed in a posi- 
tion requiring its display. It is thought the organization 
mentioned did not appreciate the unfavorable comparison it 
made by subordinating deferential military courtesy to the 
absolute license of social friendships. 

Inspection. 

The command was inspected in heavy marching order as 
two separate battalions and one light battery The battal- 
ions were properly formed, Captains were not in correct posi- 
tions after "open ranks." 

The Band looked well dressed in dark blue blouses and 
white trousers; instruments were well cleaned, but not pol- 
ished. As an instance showing the capacity of the troops to 
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quickly learn amj act with judgment, it might be mentioned 
that, in the first part of camp, a capable ''soldierly looking 
musician was taken from Company "F," First Regiment, 
and made Acting Drum Major, an entirely new experience, 
yet the youn^ man performed the duty throughout the camp 
on all occasions very neatly and efficiently. 

A great many campaign hat ornaments were missing, in 
my opinion stencilling in ink or paint is preferable to metal- 
lic ornaments, and especially for active service. 

The general condition of the rifles was unsatisfactory, 
more particularly those of Company "K," Second Regiment, 
there being a good deal of rust visible. The troops had no 
cleaning materials in cam^ and this, with the salt air, made 
it difficult to keep them clean. The fact that the St. Au- 
gustine eompanv presented clean guns, apart from the credit 
due* that company, emphasized the above. Five rifles were 
presented in a condition deserving censure, as follows : 

Company "F," First Regiment, 2 ; Company "D," Second 
Regiment, 2 ; Company "K," Second Regiment, 1 ; Com- 
pany "D," First Regiment, in addition to the best guns, pre- 
sented the only polished hrasses. 

Company "H," First Regiment, presented the best appear- 
ance for heavy marching order, which was the equipment 
prescribed for the inspection. 

Company "D," Second Regiment, presented the best phys- 
ical appearance, owing to the generally larger stature of the 
files. 

Company "L," Second Regiment, having but recently re- 
ceived its uniforms, and with a double rank, gave a very 
creditable appearance of uniformity. 

Many of the men were unshaved, an explanation was given 
that their funds had given out, it being near the end of the 
encampment. 

Light Battery "A" looks well, guns, sabers and accoutre- 
ments were in excellent shape and the men presented a busi- 
ness-like appearance. It appared a very efficient organiza- 
tion and deserves modem <runs or at least two more Gatling 
guns. 

In order to judge of the efficiency of the officers and 
troops as made possible by their records and opportunities, 
I gave the Colonel, Lieutenant-Colonel, Majors and Cap- 
tains a list of questions which are appended hereto. There 
is aiso appended the military records of eight of the officers 
whom I consider particularly efficient and competent. 

The men seemed young, but sinewy, wiry and capable of 
much endurance, I believe them capable of taking up field 
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service with less difficulty than the majority of State Troops. 
They apparently represent the best elements of the State, 
and this standard is maintained by a system of recruiting 
second to none in the country. 

The following equipments were lacking from the State: 

Major First Battalion — Horse equipments, tenta«re for 
self and staff. 

Major Second Battalion — Horse eauipments, tentage for 
self and staff. 

First ■ Regiment, Company "D" — Haversacks, knapsacks, 
canteens, gimstraps, messpans, spoons, knives, forks, cups, 
box of cleaning materials, reloading tools, campaign hats, 
blue shirts. 

First Regiment, Company "F' — Several uniforms. 

First Regiment, Company "H" — Eight rifles, belts, some 
knapsacks, haversacks, canteens, blue caps, leggins, some 
tentB. 

Second Regiment, Company "D" — Haversacks, canteens, 
knapsacks, tentage. 

Second Regiment, Company "L'" — Sixty gun straps, 28 
knapsacks, 23 haversacks, 23 canteens, 30 meat cans. 

Second Regiment, Company "K"— Gun slings, campaign 
hats. 

Battery "A," some clothing, sabers and belts, pistols. 

The other companies of the State are doubtless also but 
partially equipped. 

Ceremonies . 

Comments on first parade: 

Colors in wrong battalion, several officers used n. c. o, 
salute, intervals, poor, adjutant did not bring regiment 
to "present," one officer made a left about face, open 
ranks distance too small, left guides stepped back, cap- 
tains dressed companies outside of ranks, manuel of 
arms poor, one battalion adjutant resumed wrong sta- 
tion aier reporting, several officers failed to look toward 
reviewing officer and two did not salute. 

Comments on last parade : 

None except excellent throughout, the men stood very 
steadily, and there was no gazing about. 

Comments on first guard mounting: 

Open ranks distance too small, sergeant-major's in- 
terval tco small, adjutant failed to close ranks and pre- 
sent guard before saluting, officers of the guard gave

commands for starting in review, two officers of the day* 
were presented, new officers of the day sainted . ijutant 
while standing at "parage rest" with folded arms. 

Comments on last guard mounting: 

None, except excel en t throughout. 

The beautiful ceremony "Escort of the Color" preceded! 
dress parade several times, Company "H," First Regiment, 
being selected for that hopor. 

Review Before Adjutant-General Eoustoun. 

The Adjutant-General of the State visited the camp on 
Sunday, July 22, accompanied by his staff, and remained 
until July 24th, At the review in the streets of St. Au- 
gustine the troops appeared at their best. Some of the com- 
panies were in single rank, a formation almost absolutely 
necessary throughout the encampment on account of the* 
small number of men in ranks. All the field and staff of- 
ficers were mounted and there could be given no comment 
except "excellent/' It was a pleasure to observe how every 
i man kept his head strictly to the front, how good the march- 
ing and the intervals. This was particularly true of the 
Second Battalion, commanded by Major J. N". Bradshaw, 
Second Regiment, throughout the review their intervals were 
exact. Company "F," First Regiment, marched very erect 
with the easy swinging step of the regular army. Light 
Battery "A" passed in good shape using horses hired for the 
occasion, their guidon was not carried, otherwise they made 
a fine appearance. 

Dress parade of the entire command was held after fte 
review. 

Summary. 

I should classify the Florida State Troops upon their en- 
campment as follows 

Arms: Fair condition, should be modern; Springfield, 
cal. 45. 

Accoutrements: Good, hut only half complete. 

Clothing: Good, incomplete. t 

Appearance : Very good. 
■ Drill: Good. 

Knowledge of paper work: Fair to good. 

Capacity of attainment: "Unusually excellent 

Personnel : Excellent. 

Discipline : Unusually excellent. 

Physical condition: Very good. 
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General Comment: Small force, well organized, effi- 
cient, can be relied upon. 

The officers are, with very few exceptions, accomplished 
and efficient, of long military experience and with volun- 
teer service I noted but two officers who seemed to lack 
either the confidence, intelligence or ambition necessary to 
make an impression upon any one familiar with military re- 
quirements. The non-commissioned officers are good, but 
lack confidence. 

The keen spirit of interest and enthusiasm shown by all 
throughout the encampment made my duties a pleasure and 
the improvements shown were very creditable. I might 
mention, incidentally, that nearly all evinced a desire to par- 
ticipate in active service for the flag in China. 

It is to be regretted that the State Legislature has recently 
done so little for the troops ; they are, in my opinion, deserv- 
ing of the most favorable notice and liberal action. Their 
equipment should be completed at least, and they should 
have^ a permanent camp ground. As soon as is possible 
they should be armed with the regular army rifle also. The 
trend of events in the Central American Isthmus may briag 
about the most unexpected developments for the Florida 
State Troops.

INSPECTION OF AUMOEIES. 

As the troops had no encampment to look forward to dur- 
ing the year 1900, it was natural that the interest and zeal 
of the different companies would be less, the great stimulus 
of competition that each camp of instruction called forth 
having been withdrawn. In order to find out the true con- 
dition of the different companies, I applied to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief for permission to make a general tour of 
inspection. Accordingly, the following itinerarv was planned 
and General Orders No. 25 issued:

I. In pursuance of Section 39, Chapter 4684, Laws of 
Florida, the Adjutant-General will inspect the Companies 
and Batteries of the Florida State Troops, and the Divisions 
of the Florida Naval Militia, at their respective armories 
commencing on Friday, the 25th day of May, at Lake City, 
and pursuing the following itinerary as near as possible:

Particular attention will be paid to discipline, military bear- 
ing and condition of arms and equipment. 

IV.. Commanders of Companies, Batteries and Divisions 
Trill have made out Muster Rolls of their commands, and 
these rolls shall be accompanied with a list of absentees 
alphabetically arranged, showing cause and place of absence- 
They will also have made out a complete return showing the 
public property for which they are responsible.

These appointments were all kept and each company in- 
spected at its armory at the date specified. The companies 
were all ready for the inspection with arms and other equip- 
ments in good order and living evidence of the good care 
that was taken of them. I was much gratified to note the 
interest and pride the oiricers and members of each company 
seemed to have for their military duties. From conversa- 
-tions with prominent citizens at each of the different com- 
panies' headquarters, I learned with pleasure that there was 
a general interest taken in the welfare of their local com- 
panies and much encouragement extended to them. The 
armories in the following placeB fulfilled the requirements 
of the law, and were suitable for company meetings and 
drills and the safe storage of arms and equipments, viz: 

Jacksonville, St. Augustine, Daytona, Palatka, Orlando, 
Leesburg, Ocaia, Key West, Tampa, Live Oak, Tallahassee 
and Pensacola, 

The armories at the following places were not adequate 
for the company's requirements: 

Jasper, Lake City, Miami, Bartow and Starke. 

At Apalachicola the armory, one of the finest in the State, 
was burned down last year. It is understood that the 
County Commissioners intend to have another armory 
erected. 

RIFLK PRACTICE. 

During the year 1900, for the first time, a regular system 
of rifl" practice was adopted. Each company wu furnisbed 
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with targets, marking rods, marksmen's buttons, akirpshoot- 
ek s badges, ana twenty rounds of ball cartridges to eacn man. 
A copy of the Range Manual and Rules for Small Arms 
Practice was also furnished each company, and the following 
circular issued giving further instructions:

The following Rules, Regulations and Instructions, rela- 
tive to Small Ann Practice, having been submitted by the 
Chief Ordnance Officer of the State of Florida, are approved 
and are published for the guidance and information of the 
Volunteer Land and Naval Force s of the State of Florida. 

introduction. 

"The object of instruction in rifle and carbine firing is to 
develop in a body of troops such a state of discipline, such a 
knowledge of the capabilities of their weanons and such ac- 
curacy in their use, as will in battle render their fire most 
effective/' — Blunt. 

The prime value of a soldier to his State is determined by 
his ability to shoot accurately; hence, if a soldier is not 
trained in such a manner as to make this possible, his main- 
tenance is a loss to the State, and his element of weakness be- 
comes most apnarent when his greatest strength is de- 
manded. 

It is not contemplated in this circular to enter fully into 
technical instruction concerning small arm practice, but it is 
the intention, by instruction in the general elements of rifle 
practice, together with such timely hints as will appear, to 
Lay the ground work essential to make every man in the Vol- 
unteer forces of Florida reasonably efficient in marksman- 
ship. 

In preparing this circular the recognized authorities on 
the subject are generally followed; where they are not, the 
change has been made to suit the exigencies of the case. 

Chapter I. 

Instructor. — In Companies, Batteries and F>i visions of 
the State forces, the officers second in command shall act as 
Instructors and Inspectors of small arm practice *in their re- 
spective commands. They shall instruct their men in sight- 



tag and aiming drills; it shall be their duty to select nnd 
construct ranges for target practice; they shall have full 
charge, as Range Officers of Instruction and Practice, and 
the details of marking and scoring, and shall prepare local 
regulations to be approved by their immediate superior offi- 
cers for all matters pertaining to the particular ranges in 
their charge. 

Range officers shall be responsible for the correct marking 
and scoring of all practice while they are in charge. 

One copy of all scores, properly authenticated, shall be 
forwarded to the Adjutant-General and a duplicate shall be 
retained by the Comanding Officer of the command practic- 
ing. 

Chapter II. 

Lieutenants acting as inspectors or instructors of Rifle 
Practice shall, from time to time, have special drills for the 
instruction of non-commissioned and petty officers in sight- 
ing, positions and aiming. This instruction shall follow as 
closely as practicable the method as explained in the Range 
Manual and Small Ann Practice for the National Guard by 
Col. James M. Rica The non-commissioned and petty of- 
ficers so instructed shall, whenever occasion offers, assist 
their instructor in coaching enlisted men while practicing on 
the range, and may be detailed, when efficient, to assist in 
instructing enlisted men in sighting and aiming drills. 

Chapter III. 

Rastges anb Targets. — There shall be two distances for 
ranges, one and three hundred yards, and three positions for 
riflemen firing, standing, kneeling and lying down. 

Ranges should be '-selected with a view to their being in 
the best condition regarding light, etc., at a time in the day 
when it would be most convenient and advantageous for men 
to practice. 

Ranges should be selected preferably on level land, or the 
target be of the same height as the firing point. The eleva- 
tion of the target, however, above the firing point will not 
materially affect its usefulness, but a target placed so as to- 
be lower than the firing point is to be avoided. 

Wherever the ground will permit, the targets should be so 
situated as to give a more extended range than 300 yards if 
desired. 
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Chaptee IV. 

Marking.— In range practice, after each shot is fired, the 
marker, will signal the value and position of the hit, if any is 
made, lieing careful to place the center of the marking disk 
over the shot hole. The color of the disk will indicate the 
value of the shot to the firing party, as follows: 

If a hull's eye (or 5), a white disk. 

If a center (or 4), a red disk. 

If an inner (or 3), a black and white disk. 

If an outer (or 2), a black disk. 

If a ricochet, by moving disk once or twice across front of 
target. 

If a miss, by waving the danger flag several times across 
front of target. If the marker is eeriain on whieh side of 
the target the miss is made, the flag should be waived on that 
side. 

No firing shall be permitted at anv time on a target when 
the danger flag is displayed. Any shot cutting the edge of 
the line between each division of the target shall be signalled 
and recorded in the higher division. 

A bull's eye shall be recorded as 5, center as 4, inner as 3, 
outer as 2, miss as O, ricochet as R, and considered as zero in 
adding ii]i the score. On the completion of each score, the 
scorer will sign the card, having previously marked the 
name, rank and organization of the firer plainly thereon. 

Chapter Y. 

Qualifications. — There shall be three classes in whieh 
the State Forces can qualify. 

The Third Class will be the lowest and will be designated 
as the Novice Class. Qualification in this class will be ob- 
ligatory within one year after date of this order, or subse- 
quent enlistment of any member of the State Forces. Fail- 
ure to qualify shall lie deemed sufficient reason for the dis- 
charge of any enlisted man in the State Forces. Officers, 
non-commissioned officers and petty officers shall use every 
effort to qualify all the men in their command in this class. 
The qualification in the Novice Class, for infantry armed 
with Springfield rifles, shall be at 100 yards standing and 
without rest, a total of 18 points or more out of a possible 25 
in 5 shots. 

The >> mud Class shall lie known as the Marksman tlass. 
<)ua]ifif-a1ion in this class, for infantry armed with 45 cali- 
bre Springfield rifles, shall be a total of 18 points out of a 
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possible 25, in "5 shots, standing and without rest at 10O 
yards, and 18 points out of a possible 25, in 5 shots, at 30O 
yards, while lying down. 

An aggregate score of 36 points or more out of a possible 
50, in 10 shots, made on the same day, and properly certified 
to by the range officer, shall entitle the firer to wear the 
Marksman Decoration furnished by the State in the manner 
prescribed in the uniform regulations. 

Anv man who shall make an aggregate in one day of 40 
points out of a possible 50, at 100 and 300 yards, in 10 shots, 
shall be entitled to compete for the Sharpshooter Decoration 
in the First Class. 

The First Class shall be known as the Sharpshooter Class. 
Qualification for infantry armed with Springfield 45 calihre 
Rifles shall consist in making 45 points out of a possible 50, 
in 10 shots, at 300 yards, 5 shots to fired kneeling and 5 
shots to be fired lvine down. Qualification in this class will 
entitle the firer to wear the Sharpshooter Decoration fur- 
nished by the State in the manner prescribed by the uniform 
regulations. 

For any portion of the State Forces armed with the 45 
calibre carbine, the qualification shall be 3 points less, in the 
several classes, than the number prescril>ed for infantry. 

For any portion of the State Forces armed with the Ijee 45 
calibre Rifle, the qualification shall be 1 point more than the 
number prescribed for infantry in the several classes. 

Chapter VI. 

TTsriFORM. — The uniform of each enlisted man when prac- 
ticing on range shall be the service uniform of his particular 
corps, together with cartridge belt. 

Officers shall wear the service uniform of their corps with 
sword-belt worn inside with or without sword. 

Leggins to be worn when ordered. 

Chapter VII. 

Remarks. — Company, Battery and Division Commanders 
will requisition headquarters for 45 calibre ammunition, tar- 
gets, pasters, score cards and marking disks. Each separate 
command shall construct its own range and target. Where 
two or more Companies, Batteries or Divisions are stationed, 
the various commands shall bear a proportionate share of the> 
expense of constructing range and targets. 
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Each range should be supplied with one wind pennant, to 
he located near the target, and one red danger flag about 
four feet square foT the use of markers. 

Ammunition will be furnished on the basis of 20 rounds 
per man per season, to enable every enlisted man to qualify 
in the Novice or Third Class.

SERVICES OF THE STATE TROOPS. 

During the past two years our State has been blessed with 
peace and quiet, and there has been little need of the aid of 
the troops. On one occasion the Sheriff of Leon had reason 
to believe that an armed attempt would be made to take a 
prisoner out of the jail and made a written application for 
the services of the Governor's Guards, Companv "D," First 
Regiment, to act as guard. The presence of the company 
frustrated the attempt to perpetrate a crime. 

The ere at strike at Tampa assumed such threatening pro- 
portions that in compliance with a request from the Sheriff 
of Hillsboro County and the earnest appeal of several promi- 
of Hillsborough County and the earnest appeal of several 
prominent citizens, the Tampa Rifles, Oeala Rifles, Orlando 
Rifles and the Leesburg Rifles were ordered to hold them- 
selves in readiness to proceed to Tampa under the command 
of Major J. N Bradshaw upon receipt of a telegram from the 
Sheriff calling for their services. The result of the order be- 
coming known seemed to have a quieting effect upon the 
strikers and nothing of a serious character ensued 

NAVAL MILITIA. 

The Naval Militia, during the past twovears,hasnot flour- 
ished. The original First and Second Division at Tampa 
and Port Tampa, on account of failure to keep up their or- 
ganizations, were disbanded, and also the Fourth Division at 
Pensacola. A division was organized at Key West, Fla., but 
never prospered. There has recently been organized at 
Braidentown another Division with good prospects of being 
an efficient organization. 

The Third Division, at Jacksonville, has- from its first or- 
ganization maintained a high standard of excellence, and 1b 
worthy of commendation. The officers have taken much in- 
terest in the Division, and the seamen have paid strict atten- 
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tion to their duties. It is unfortunate that the general gov- 
ernment does not extend more aid to the Naval Militia. The 
appropriation, though small, can be used onlv for purchas- 
ing ordnance and ordnance stores. If a part could be used 
in obtaining uniforms, there would be much more interest 
taken in this branch of the service. As the law stands the 
appropriation is of very little value. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The death of Major Thomas M. Woodruff, which occured 
on the 11th day of July at his post of duty, at Boniato, Cuba, 
cast a gloom of sadnesB on all the organizations of the troops. 

He had been on duty with them from the 2d of October, 
1896, permanently, and had been before this time their 
Instructor at all the different encampments. The following 
orders were issued announcing his death :

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CONCLUSION. 

I would rcspeectfuljy recommend to the consideration of 
the next Legislature the following amendments to the Mili- 
tary Code of this State : 

1. A provision for the organization of an ambulance 
Corps. While this will not add to the expense of main- 
taining the Troops, the necessity of such a corps is readily 
understood by every one, whenever Troops are on Ahe field 
or in the camp, and in order to be efficient, the members 
comprising this corps should be drilled in their _ various 
duties. 

2. The acquisition by purchase or otherwise of two per- 
manent sites for camp grounds and rifle ranges. Many 
oth#r Sates, appreciating the advantages, have secured fcites 
for permanent camps, where improvements are added from 
year to year, and these camps, while adding materially to 
the comfort and pleasure of the military, can become beauti- 
ful resorts for the enjoyment of moments of leisure by those 
who may visit them. 

I would recommend that the Eegiments be completed by 
the organization of four additional Companies whenever 
an application is made by the requisite number of citizens 
from any locality, where a good and efficient Companv can 
he kept up. At present there are applications from citizens of 
Fernandina and Brooksville on file in this office, requesting 
admission into the State Troops. The State's quota of the 
Congressional appropriation has been increased so as to be 
adequate for equipping these additional Companies, with- 
out entailing additional expense to the State. In my opin- 
ion the military spirit should be encouraged among our 
young men in every reasonable way, as the discipline and 
instruction they wil receive from this source will be val- 
uable to them, and should war arise their services would be 
valuable to their country.
